At  the  final  budget  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  held  Septem- 
ber 1,  1939,  it  was  unanimosuly  voted  to  adopt  the  1939-1940  budget  as 
herewith  presented  and  that  a  comparative  study  of  budgets  for  the  years 
1937-1938;  1938-1939.  and  1939-1940  be  presented  in  printed  form  and 
circularized  in  a  similar  manner  to  the  annual  Town  Report  and  that  every 
effort  be  made  to  get  this  report  into  the  hands  of  the  voters  to  assist  them 
in  making  intelligent  study  of  the  same  prior  to  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
in  October.

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Introduction 

This  budget  has  been  prepared  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  is  hereby 
presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  taxpapers  of  the  community.  It 
is  the  feehng  of  the  Board  of  Education  that  any  well-managed  business 
should  plan  for  its  expenditures  in  a  budget  which  will  accurately  and 
honestly  inform  all  who  are  interested  as  to  the  areas  in  which  community 
funds  are  being  expended,  the  purposes  for  which  the  expenditures  are 
made  and  the  policies  governing  the  approval  of  the  items  for  which  provi- 
sion is  made  in  the  budget.    This  budget  embodies  the  following  purposes: 

1.  To  provide  for  the  Town  of  Clinton  an  accurate  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  provide  adequately  for  our  schools. 

2.  To  safeguard  our  schools  through  a  careful  analysis  of  needs  to  as- 
sure that  no  important  functions  or  activities  are  neglected. 

3.  To  provide  for  the  Town  of  Clinton  a  means  by  which  taxes  to  be 
imposed  upon  the  community  may  be  efficiently  estimated. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  care  that  has  been  exercised  by  the  Board  of 
Education  in  regulating  its  expenditures  to  keep  them  within  budgetary  pro- 
visions. The  program  for  planned  expenditures  through  regularly  published 
budgets  was  inaugurated  in  our  schools  in  1936,  and  has  been  followed 
since  that  time.  Because  of  the  absence  of  such  information  before  that 
time,  the  comparative  studies  which  are  presented  in  this  budget  include 
only  the  school  years  1937-38,  1938-39,  and  1939-40. 

The  information  contained  herein  has  been  obtained  from  the  fol- 
lowing sources:  The  Town  Reports  and  the  Accounts  of  the  Town  Treas- 
urer for  previous  budgets,  expenditures,  and  incomes,  and  the  Reports  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education  for  Attendance. 

A  considerable  amount  of  supplementary  detail  is  incorporated  in 
this  study  in  order  that  the  community  at  large  which  contributes  the 
major  share  of  school  support  may  be  more  completely  informed  with  re- 
gard to  the  school  system,  its  wants,  needs,  and  activities.

The  budgetary  necessities  of  the  Department  of  Instruction  are,  to  a 
large  extent,  fixed  by  two  major  salary  items,  the  Principal  and  the  Teach- 
ers of  the  Elementary  School.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  provide  annual  increments  of  ^50  per  annum  for  each  teacher 
retained  on  the  staff,  up  to  a  maximum  of  ^1,250.  An  additional  increment 
of  $50  becomes  available  for  the  teachers  who  are  at  maximum  who  present 
satisfactory  credentials  for  summer  graduate  study.  In  the  summer  of 
1937,  two  teachers  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity.  The  number  of 
teachers  who  remain  on  our  staff  from  year  to  year  and  receive  increments 
will  cause  some  variation  in  the  budget  for  salaries.  Two  items  greatly 
affected  the  expenditures  for  salaries  in  1938-1939:

Through  the  utilization  of  the  Kindergarten  Teacher,  whose  classes 
are  of  half -day  duration,  as  the  Special  Assisting  Teacher,  it  has  been  pos- 
sible to  eliminate  the  full-time  Special  Assisting  Teacher  and  thereby  re- 
duce the  budgetary  needs  for  1939-40  to  $10,050.00  or  $350  less  than  the 
amount  expended  in  1938-1939,  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the 
staff. 

Instructional  supplies  include  paper,  pencils,  ink,  athletic  and  manual 
training  supplies.  Graduation  expenses  account  largely  for  the  other  sup- 
plies and  expenses  of  instruction.

In  1937-1938  repairs  to  water  bubblers,  installation  of  tile,  repairs 
to  the  auditorium  floor  and  installation  of  metal  threshold  strips  constituted 
the  major  repairs  done  under  contract.  The  recent  hurricane  greatly  in- 
creased necessary  repairs  in  1938-1939  which  included  caulking  and  wa- 
terproofing doors  and  windows,  repairs  on  the  slate  roof,  water-proofing 
concrete  roof  slabs,  and  removing  a  tree  from  the  roof  of  the  building.  A 
continuous  contract  is  granted  to  the  Standard  Electric  Time  Clock  Co.  for 
repairs  to  the  electric  clocks.  Minor  repairs  made  throughout  the  year  by 
the  janitor  are  grouped  under  "Other  Expenses  of  Maintenance."  Although 
no  contractual  repairs  are  immediately  contemplated,  adequate  maintenance 
of  the  school  property  is  sound  economy.  Provision  for  this  must  there- 
fore be  made.

The  School  Library  item  is  fixed  by  the  requirement  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  that  ^30  shall  be  expended  for  library  books  before 
eligibility  for  the  State  Library  Grant  can  be  established. 

The  most  significant  change  in  the  budget  for  the  Health  Service  lies 
in  the  elimination  of  a  salary  for  the  School  Nurse.  At  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  last  fall  the  entire  budget  of  the  Board  of  Education,  including 
the  salary  of  the  School  Nurse,  was  adopted,  and  at  the  same  time,  a  mo- 
tion which  provided  a  complete  grant  for  the  Public  Health  Nursing  As-

sociation,  including  also  the  entire  salary  for  the  Nurse,  was  approved. 
Thereby,  provision  was  made  a  second  time  for  that  part  of  the  salary  of 
the  Nurse  which  had  regularly  been  included  in  the  Budget  of  the  Board 
of  Education.  In  order  that  similar  confusion  may  be  avoided  in  the 
future  this  item  has  been  eliminated  from  the  School  Budget.  Supplies 
and  Expenses  of  the  Health  Service  include  Nursing  Supplies,  and  equip- 
ment used  in  the  schools,  together  with  milk  for  indigent  children. 

Two  factors  entirely  beyond  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education 
have  caused  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  transportation.  In  the  first  place, 
an  unexpectedly  large  number  of  children  who  were  entitled  to  transporta- 
tion to  school,  necessitated  that  an  additional  route  be  arranged  for  the 
contract  bus.  Secondly,  street  and  highway  hazards  following  the  hur- 
ricane made  it  advisable  to  arrange  to  transport  practically  all  children 
who  live  at  some  distance  from  the  school.  During  the  year  1938-1939 
an  agreement  was  arrived  at  cooperatively  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Board  of  Education  whereby  the  Town  of  Clinton  assumed  the 
responsibility  for  reimbursing  the  Board  of  Education  for  special  driver 
costs  which  were  necessitated  when  unforeseen  duties  prevented  the  regular 
driver  from  operating  the  town  bus.  The  Budget  for  1939-1940  shows  that 
a  further  change  has  been  made  in  the  arrangements  for  transportation. 
Recent  action  by  the  Police  Commissioners  has  made  it  necessary  for 
Horace  Andrews  to  devote  all  of  his  time  to  police  work.  Housing  and 
operating  the  Town  Bus  was  let  out  to  bids  and  a  contract  awarded  as 
indicated  in  the  budget.  In  comparing  costs  of  the  various  types  of  trans- 
portation it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  no  depreciation  charges  on  the 
Town  Bus  are  carried  in  the  budget. 

A  considerable  variation  will  be  noted  between  the  amount  budgeted 
in  1938-1939  for  the  Morgan  High  School  and  the  figure  for  1937-1938. 
Acting  upon  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Education,  ^2,500  was  added  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  order  that  some  very  necessary  repairs  and  al- 
terations might  be  made  to  the  Morgan  building.  There  is  also  a  differ- 
ence of  ^1,000  between  the  amount  budgeted  in  1938-1939  for  the  Morgan 
School  and  the  amount  actually  expended  during  the  year.  This  difference 
is  due  to  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Morgan  School 
reducing  the  tuition  charges  to  the  Town  of  Clinton  when  it  became  ap- 
parent that  the  income  from  out-of-town  students  would  exceed  the  income 
anticipated  from  this  source.  Elimination  from  the  Morgan  School  budget 
of  the  major  portion  of  the  repair  item  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  reduce  the  secondary  school  charges  to  ^13,490.00  for  1939- 
1940. 

An  additional  student  in  attendance  at  the  Middletown  Trade  School 
accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  allotment  for  Vocational  Education  Trans- 
portation. Since  one  pupil  has  announced  the  intention  to  study  Voca- 
tional Agriculture,  provision  is  made  in  the  budget  for  the  tuition  and 
transportation  involved.

During  the  past  three  years  the  insurance  poUcies  carried  by  the  CUn- 
ton  Board  of  Education  to  cover  Fire.  Bus  Liabihty,  etc.,  have  been  re- 
arranged to  take  advantage  of  preferred  rates  for  three  year  coverage.  As 
a  result  of  this  policy,  the  insurance  costs  will  not  vary  greatly  from  year 
to  year.  During  the  year  a  considerable  amount  of  study  has  been  de- 
voted to  liability  insurance.  Action  taken  by  other  schools  in  the  state 
together  with  advice  from  the  State  Board  of  Education  establishes  as  a 
necessity  that  Boards  of  Education  should  carry  policies  protecting  the 
schools  when  injuries  to  children  in  the  building  or  on  the  grounds  are 
involved.     Provision  is  made  in  the  budget  for  this  protection.

The  major  items  of  new  equipment  in  1937-1938  were  playground 
apparatus  and  one  half  the  cost  of  a  power  lawn  mower,  the  balance  of 
which  %vas  carried  by  the  Morgan  School.  In  1938-1939,  in  order  that  de- 
finite information  might  be  secured  with  regard  to  the  renovation  of  the 
Morgan  Building  the  services  of  a  competent  architect  were  secured  at  a 
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cost  of  ^100.  Expenses  listed  under  New  Equipment  and  Alterations  were 
made  necessary  when  the  Kindergarten  was  added  to  the  program  of  the 
Clinton  Grammar  School.  In  the  budget  for  1939-1940,  an  item  of 
^350.00  appears  under  New  Buildings  and  Additions.  This  amount  is 
being  carried  to  reimburse  the  members  of  the  Clinton  Schools  Survey 
Committee  for  their  expenses  in  making  the  survey  and  the  printing  of 
their  report.  The  new  equipment  for  1939-1940  includes  new  lavatory 
equipment,  clock,  bell  and  intra-school  telephone  service  for  the  kinder- 
garten room  and  the  installation  of  a  new  electric  clock  generator.
